DEAD 


William Cullen Bryant McKenzie 
died .at the Memorial Hospital on Sun- 
day morning last, aged 29 years, fol- 
lowing an operation for appendicitis. 
He had been ‘threatened with appen- 
dicisis for some time, but dreaded an 
operation. At last, suffering from an 
acute attack, he went to the hospital. | 
but it was too late, as the appendix 
had burst, and the poison ‘had got 
through his whole system. Deceased 
was married to Maggie Logan, daugh- 
ter of James Logan, of North Red 
Deer, and besides a sorrowing widow 
he left two small children, his mother, 
Mrs. A. R. McKenzie, his brother, Wil- 

-liam, his sister, Isabella, and his mar- 
ried sister, Mrs. O. E. Steller, to 
mourn his death, the two sisters com- 
ing from Great Falls, Montana, where 
they reside, by car, but they reached 
here too late on ‘Sunday to see him 
alive. - 

Deceased was a hard-working, re- 
spected citizen, and lived on the farm 
a few miles south-west of the city. 

He was a member of the Graut War 
Veterans’ Association, and was buried 
with full military honors. The fun- 
eral service took place at the Presby- 
terilan Church, Tuesday afternoon. the 
Rev. W. G. Brown conducting the 
service. Following the service the 
casket was placed on a gun carriage 
and covered with the Union Jack, the 
gun being drawn by six horses, fol- 
lowed ‘by a number of Veterans’ with 
reversed arms. The pall-bearers were 
members of the Veterans’-Association. 
The cortege was under the command 
of the President of the G. W. V. A, 
Major Lister, who conducted the ser- 
vice at the grave in the Red Deer 
Cemetery, the firing squad fired over 
the grave, and Bugler Lerouge sounded 
the Last Post. 

The sorrowing widow and _ family 
have the sympathy of a large number 
of friends in their bereavement.

Too much praise cannot be given to 
Helen Moore Dawe. ‘ In addition to 
the very exacting and arduous task of 
conducting the large chorus of forty- 
elght voices, she sang the soprano 
arlas and recitatives. Some of these 
were most exacting, but all. were most 
beautifully rendered. Her interpre- 
tation was artistic and her-personality 
most attractive. i 

Miss Gertrude Smith took the con- 
tralto solo work. Her yoice was per- 
haps the sweetest of any of the solo- 
ists. Her personality also was pleas- 
ing and her enunciation clear. It 1s 
all the more pleasing to Red Deer 
audiences to hear one of our own 
young ladies who has grown up in our 
midst, handle so beautifully singing 
of the class of The Messiah. 

Edgar G. Johns, tenor, never  ap- 
peared to better advantage than Mon- 
day night. Especially in the beautiful 
opening recitative, “Comfort Ye, Com- 
fort Ye, My People,”’did he hold his 
audience enthratled “With his liquid 
notes and clear enunciation. 

Horace Reynolds, of Calgary, was 
the bass soloist. His singing was 
pleasing throughout. The flexibility 
of voice he displayed was wonderful 
for a bass singer, and the power dis- 
played was ahead of any heard in Red 
Deer hitherto. His most pleasing 
number was the recitatiye, “For Be- 
nold, Darkness Shall ‘Cover the Earth,” 
and the following aria, “The People 
that Walked in Darkness.”

Desirous of showing the British Gov- 
ernment that Minister Howard, head

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SANTA CLAUS AND CHRISTMAS 


This country and this age are mater- 
jal and scientific rather than mystical 
and imaginative. Ghosts do not 
patronise Canada to any great extent. 
No headless horsemen ride our trails; 
no perfectly respectable white-robed 
ladies with clanking chains and hol- 
low groans glide through the corridors 
of our mansions in the midnight 
hours; no fairies dance in green 
circles in our woodlands; no banshees 
in nights of shrieking storm = wail 
their weird warnings of impending 
doom. Yet one denizen of the spirit 
world still visits us, a genial kindly 
spectre, seen by many in broad day- 
light in great stores, coming unseen 
by night to many very young folk in 
houses great and small, ceasing gradu- 
ally to appear to us as we grow older, 
and taking on the guise of familiar 
relatives. Santa Claus is 'the last of 
the fairy world left to us ,and, because 
he is the last, it is good that he seems 
to have no ixtention of leaving us. 
He stands for the innocent happiness 
of little children, and rightly the 
time of his yearly appearances fs at 
the festival of One who was once Him- 
self a little child, and who spoke of 
children as none other has spoken. 
In a world where there is much of sel- 
fishness and cruelty, it is good that 
Christmas should be a time when lit- 
tle children most of all should be 
given consideration, and should have 
their happiness thought of. A com- 
munity where there is kindness for 
little children must have in it much 
of good in spite of all that may be dis 
appointing and harsh. Was it not 
said that “Whoso shall give to one of 
these little ones a cup of cold water, 
he shall in no wise lose his reward?” 

If there is this kindness for the 
childr -- may there not be also a spir- 
it of «.:eness for others also? After 
all, we are none of us far removed 
from <hildren in most ways, both in 
our virtues and our weaknesses. Can 
we not find it in our hearts at this 
Christmas time to extend to all the 
spirit of goodwill, to think and speak 
with charity and forbearance of all 
pfround us, to do what we can to pro- 
mote thelr welfare and remove their 
anxieties? If we can do so, we shall 
find our own anxieties weigh less 
heavy on us, our own hearts lightened, 
and our own footsteps guided into the 
way of peace.

THE INDEPENDENCE 
OF THE PRESS 


We commented recently on the 
threat to democracy implied in certain 
political developments throughout the 
world. There is another danger of a 
somewhat similar character which 
should not be ignored—that is the 
threat to the independence of the 
press. 

This isan age of great syndicates, 
trusts or corporations. It is also an 
age of a multiplicity of newspapers. 
The power of the press is probably 
higher now than it has ever been be- 
fore. Everybody reads newspapers, | 
80ine hastily, some carefully, and by 
some strange hypnotic Influence (we 
hope that we are not betraying a 
valuable trade secret) everybody at- 
taches to the printed word an amount 
of credulity considerably greater than 


1s normally given to merely spoken, 
words. 

The late war made the world fam- 
iMar with the word “propaganda,” and | 


though that word has become to a 


aloof from the business and the poli- 
ties of the world, and devote all his 


time and energy to the unbiassed ad- | 


ministration of the law, so 9 news- 
paper should remain true to its name. 
It should be neither the veiled adver- 
tising agent, nor the subservient tool 
of any particular interests, commer- 
cial, political, or personal. 

It is, then, not a salutary thing that 
large numbers of newspapers should 
fall into the hands of one man or one 
group of interests, and yet that is 
what seems to be happening in sever- 
al countries. The Northcliffe press in 
England was many in numbers and 
vast in influence. Its place has been 
taken by the Rothermere press, which 
lately added to its ranks several other 
important papers, formerly known as 
the Hulton press. The Hearst press 
in the United States has an_ evil 
notoriety. In Germany the Stirmes 
press has come into existence in the 
last few years. Even Canada ds not 
immune from this risk. In all these 
cases there are believed in control of 
the papers concerned powerful indus- 
trial or confederated interests, which 
are not always concerned only with 
providing news or comment thereon 
for the public, and which are certain- 
ly not limited solely to journalism in 
their activities. 

The result of this {s that sections of 
our newspapers are exceedingly effi- 
cient in this news service, but peril- 
ously liable to be subject to what may 
be called extraneous interested influ- 
ences. If at the word of one man a 
dozen newspapers in different locali- 
ties give to their news of some public 
event a certain tendencious  colour- 
ing; and if the word of direction is 
liable to be influenced by considera- 
tions for other than the mere inten- 
tion of giving information, it is easy 
to see how great and how doubtful an 
influence is exercised on public opin- 
ion. It is like a hired band of people 
applauding or hooting a public speech 
or other performance to the order of 
an unseen director, and irrespective of 
the merits of the performance. From 
such a state of things comes in the 
end a definite menace to liberty of 
thought and opinion. It is organiza- 
tion carried beyond the point of 
efficiency into the region of despotism. 
People may be inclined to look with 
something like contempt on the 
small newspapers as compared with 
the big widely circulated journals with 
their sydicated telegraphic news, but 
there is a place to fill and a work to do 
for the small newspapers if they re- 
main honestly independent, and ready 
to do their own thinking on the ques- 
tions of the day. There are at the 
present time in the world certain 
signs, obscure and difficult to gauge 
accurately ,of what seems almost to 
suggest a deep laid, cunningly devised 
plan to upset the existing social order 
in favour of something in the nature 
of an international financial oligarchy. 
Against any such thing, as against 
more local tyrannies, the independ- 
ence of the press is at least one bul- 
wark. That independence cannot 
safely de dispensed with.

; hot because they were tyrannical or 
‘monarchical in form, but because the 
‘people as a whole felt that they were 
inefficient and wasteful, merely tin- 
‘kering with vital problems, and con- 
tent to let the masses suffer so long 
as the bureaucracy and the govern- 
ment employees drew their comfort- 
‘able salaries. 

The farmers may be entirely wrong 
in their suspicions. Tt may be abso- 
-lutely impossible to raise the price of 
farm produce and lower that of 
manufactured articles, but, if so, it is 
entirely reasonable that the farmers 
and the public should be told why it 
is so impossible.

CANADIAN TRADE RETURNS 


The recently issued summary of 
Canadian trade for the year ending 
31st October, 1923, is an encouraging 
document. It shows that Canadian 
trade for the year increased in value 
over that of the previous year by 
slightly over three hundred and fifty 
million dollars, As the total value of 
the trade for such previous year was 
between fifteen and sixteen hundred 
million dollars, the Increase above 
stated was more than 20 percent. 
This is an exceedingly good result, es- 
pecially as it was attained at a time 
when trade conditions throughout the 
world were ganerally bad. 

It is not surprising to find that the 
United States trade, both in regard to 
exports and imports, was the largest 
factor {n the total. Mere geographical 
propinquity makes this almost in- 
evitable in spite of hostile tariffs. 
Large as the trade with Great Brit- 
ain ds, and much as it is desirable 
that it should be fostered by all pos- 
sible means, it semes doubtful if it 
can be made equal to that with tne 


United States for the present at any 


rate, 

It will be exceedingly interesting to 
see whether the present year will 
show an equally large Increase. The 
splendid Western crop should certain- 
ly tend to bring about such a resuit. 
Inasmuch as that crop is an entiraly 
home product and is sold mainiv 
abroad, it should mean a flow of 
foreiga money into the country on a 
large scale, which shou:d stimulate 
trade greatly.

THE LIBERAL 
-MASS MEETING 


Hen. J. R. Boyle and Hon. GC. R. 
Mitchell Address the Electors. 


The Greenfield Government and all 
its works were severely attacked by 
John R. Boyle, K.C., and C. R. Mit- 
chell, K.C., at the Liberala meeting 
held last Wednesday night dn the 
Rex. Jerry Heffernan, of Edmonton, 
was also advertised to speak, butt was 
unable to be present. 

J. T. Berry, head of the local Lib- 
eral Association, took the chair, and 
without any preliminaries called on 
Mr. Mitchell, formerly treasurer in 
the Stewart Government, to address 
the meeting. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that as the 
leader of the opposition was to follow 
him, he would deal only with a f2w 
matters and with only the financial 
side of these. The present govern- 
ment, he stated, had gone into power 
on an imposing platform promulgated 
by their leader and endorsed at all 
their annual conventions. They had 
received the largest majority that had 
been known in the province. Back 
of them they had the entire rural 
population and most of the urban, and 
for over a year they had the practi- 
tally unanimous support of the press 


of the province. They had the power 


to put into effect every plank of the 
platform on which they stood for elec- 
tion, the chief planks of which were 
theelimination of partyism, enforce- 
ment of prohibitionand cutting down 
of expenses with the promised result 
of lowering of taxation. Yet they had 
failed miserably. The farmers who 
were elected as members of course 
, did better their positions, but the re- 
‘mainder of the farmers of the proyv- 
ince had got nothing but disappoint- 
ment and a shattering of their ideals. 
Party evils are more glaring and 
‘rampant than ever before. Cabinet 
responsibility {s no longer known and 
the premier has become merely one 
of a secretly balloting group with no 
control over the government. Taxes, 
direct and indirect, have been  iIn- 
creased greatly each year, but while 
receiving more money from this 
source the province has been put fur- 
ther and further into debt. 

The Farmers’ Government say, con- 
‘tinued Mr. Mitchell, that the reason 
, they find it so difficult is that they 
| were left such a huge 
‘debt by the Liberal administration. 
But, as a matter of fact, the credit of 
the province was better in 1921, when 


the farmers got into power, than it 
had ever been. Admittedly there 


was a big debt at that time, but it had 
been caused by the building of a huge 
system of roads, telephones and edu- 
cational institutions, all necessary to 
the development of the province. Peo- 
ple of today are using a set of roads 
left them by the Stewart government. 

I cannot see, said Mr. Mitchell, how 
the auditor .an pass the mis-appropri- 
ationof money that has taken place. 
In 1918 all money coming from the 
operation of the Motor Vehicles Act 
was earmarked by the legislature for 
expenditure on the roads. The pres- 
ent government have ignored this 
precedent and rule and have diverted 
practically all the money from. that 
source to other uses such as health, 
administration and grasshopper con- 
trol. And the only grasshopper last 
year was the Minister of Agriculture, 
who was just about due to hop again. 

Mr. Mitchell referred shortly to a 
number of errors of administration 
and law making. The really criminal 
legislation was of course the Tax Re- 
covery Act. It absolutely preveuted 
outside capital of any kind coming 
into Alberta for investment. White 
becoming advertised 
throughout the world as the finest 
spot in the world for the farmers, 
owing to the records made In Chicayzo 
and other places, all progress was 


retarded because not a farmer could 
get a dollar from any loan company 
on land security. 

The speech of the Hon. J. R. Boyle, 


Alberta was 


leader of the opposition, was in the 
nature of a look behind the scenes 
of the government. While no big 
issues were discussed very fully, Mr. 
Boyle opened the eyes of those pres- 
ent to the lack of appreciation onthe 
part of the government to their re- 
sponsibility. He referred to the C.P. 
R. flasco over which the premier war 
obliged to make a personal apology 
on the floor over the head of the Min- 


ister of Railways, who in return re- 


pudiated the action of the Premier. 


Since that date they have ‘been in 
continual conflict and yet remain seat- 


ea ‘ether on the cabinet. 


1, ttacked the government strong- 


ly over their attitude on the liquor 
problem. While going into power on 


the plank of prohibition, they had, as
